The  resources  of  the  library  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  of  New 
York  in  the  fields  of  American,  Euro- 
pean,  and  Near  Eastern  coinages  are 
well  known  to  numismatists,  but  its 
books  on  Far  Eastern  numismatics  ap- 
pear  to  be  terra  incognita.  Only  a few 
are  listed  in  the  index  of  the  library, 
and  it  would  seem  that  no  one  has 
made  a study  of  this  section,  particularly 
the  books  in  Chinese  and  Japanese.  The 
books  on  Far  Eastern  numismatics  in 
European  languages  are  adequately  in- 
dexed,  but  the  same  cannot  be  said  of 
those  in  the  languages  of  the  Far  East. 


The  notes  and  listing  given  herewith 
were  made  in  the  course  of  a general 
investigation  of  the  resources  of  the 
library  in  the  field  of  Far  Eastern  nu- 
mismatics,  incidental  to  the  preparation 
of  a bibliography  of  Chinese  numis- 
matics. No  survey  of  the  Japanese  pub- 
lications was  attempted,  as  the  writer 
lacks  both  the  interest  and  knowledge  in 
that  field.  The  library  has  numerous 
numismatic  books  in  Japanese,  many  of 
which  treat  of  Chinese  numismatics.  For 
hundreds  of  years  the  Japanese  have 
considered  the  coins  of  China,  together 
with  many  other  objects  of  Chinese

production,  such  as  paintings,  bronzes, 
porcelains  and  pottery,  as  objects  of 
vertu  for  the  collector,  and  this  is  re' 
fleeted  in  the  many  books  and  periods 
cals  descriptive  of  collections  of  Chinese 
coins  published  in  Japan.  As  previously 
stated,  this  is  outside  the  perview  of  his 
report;  but  it  is  hoped  that  someone 
more  adequately  equipped  will  under' 
take  the  cataloging  of  the  Japanese 
books  in  the  Society’s  library. 

Most  of  the  volumes  pertaining  to 
Far  Eastern  numismatics  in  both  occi' 
dental  and  oriental  languages  in  the 
library  are  from  the  co1  lection  of  the 
late  John  Reilly,  Jr.  It  appears  that 
his  collection  was  the  repository  of  the 
major  part  of  the  library  of  Henry 
Alexander  Ramsden,  after  his  death  in 
1915.  Mr.  Reilly  was  an  omnivorous 
collector  of  everything  and  anything  in 
any  way  relating  to  Far  Eastern  numis' 
matics.  In  addition  to  coins  and  books 
on  coins,  his  collection  included  objects 
of  all  kinds  in  which  the  coin  motif  was 
used  in  the  design  or  decoration.  These 
include  carved  figurines  in  wood  and 
ivory,  netsu\e,  inro,  porcelain  and  cloi' 
sonne  dishes,  brass  and  bronze  statuettes, 
pictures,  fabrics,  and  many  other  objects 
too  numerous  to  mention.  These,  thru 
the  gift  of  his  daughter,  Miss  Frances  S 
Reilly,  are  a permanent  part  of  the 
Society’s  collection,  and  are  housed  in 
the  Reilly  Room  on  the  main  floor  of 
the  Museum. 

Over  a period  of  many  years  he 
made  extensive  purchases  of  coins  and 
books  on  coins  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  in  a somewhat  narrower  field 
than  that  included  in  the  interests  of 
John  Robinson  of  Salem,  Massachusetts, 
whose  collection  of  coins  and  books  on 
oriental  numismatics  is  deposited  in  the 
Essex  Institute  of  that  city.  While 
Robinson  collected  the  entire  continent 
of  Asia  and  the  adjacent  islands,  Reilly 
confined  his  collections  to  China  and 
the  adjoining  countries.  Ramsden  seems 
to  have  been  the  source  of  much  of  the 
material  in  both  collections.  He  had  a 
system  of  sending  coins  first  to  Robin' 
son,  who  took  his  pick  and  then  sent 


the  balance  to  Howland  Wood  in  New 
York,  who  then  arranged  that  Reilly 
should  purchase  those  which  fitted  into 
his  collection.  This  is  fully  described 
in  a volume  of  letters  emanating  from 
Ramsden  addressed  to  Robinson  during 
the  years  1909  to  1914,  copies  of  which 
are  in  the  libraries  of  both  the  Essex 
Institute  and  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  under  the  title  “Notes  and 
Observations  on  Ancient  Chinese 
Coins.”  After  Ramsden’s  demise  it  was 
found  that  the  terms  of  his  will  gave 
the  British  Museum  the  first  refusal  of 
his  extensive  collection  of  Chinese  and 
chinoid  coins.  When  that  institution 
failed  to  avail  itself  of  this  proviso,  the 
coins  and  books  came  to  the  United 
States,  where  they  ultimately  were 
absorbed  into  the  Reilly  collection. 
Ramsden  had  purchased  the  numismatic 
books  of  F.  A.  de  Villard  of  the 
Chinese  Maritime  Customs,  and  a nunv 
ber  of  books  from  this  library  are  in 
the  Salem  and  New  York  libraries.  De 
Villard  was  a collector  and  student  of 
Chinese  coins,  and  was  the  designer  of 
the  earlier  Chinese  postage  stamps. 
While  the  Robinson  collection  has  only 
a few  books  in  Chinese,  Reilly’s  library 
appears  to  have  absorbed  everything  in 
this  line  that  was  offered,  including 
duplicates.  The  Salem  collection  is  far 
richer  in  books  and  periodicals  in 
Japanese  than  in  Chinese,  while  the 
New  York  collection  has  a very  pre' 
sentable  showing  in  both  fields. 

Most  of  the  books  in  Chinese  on 
numismatics  contain  many  illustrations 
of  coins,  which  for  the  most  part  are 
arranged  in  chronological  order.  Coil' 
sequently  they  are  useful  as  keys  to  the 
correct  arrangement  of  collections  of 
these  coins.  Chinese  collectors  appear 
to  have  reveled  in  the  discovery  of  dif ' 
ferences  in  the  manner  of  forming  the 
characters  which  almost  invariably  are 
found  on  Chinese  coins,  and  many  are 
the  interesting  tales  told  connected  with 
these  distinctions.  Many  of  these  books 
are  catalogs  of  renowned  collections 
which  may  have  taken  generations  in 
the  making.  They  illustrate  many  of  the 
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minor  varieties  which  are  seldom  shown 
in  works  by  western  authors,  and  this 
feature  alone  is  invaluable  because  of 
the  well-known  adage  frequently  heard 
and  invariably  attributed  to  the  Chinese, 
that  “one  picture  is  worth  a thousand 
words.  ' In  Chinese  numismatic  books 
the  "thousand  words”  are  conspicuous 
principally  by  their  absence,  the  de- 
scriptive matter  being  usually  very 
meager,  but  the  lack  of  text  is  more 
than  offset  by  the  illustrations,  which 
are  usually  well-executed  woodcuts  or 
lithographic  reproductions  taken  from 
rubbings  of  coins.  H owever,  one  soon 
learns  to  attribute  coins  correctly  and 
with  little  loss  of  time,  by  the  use  of 
the  Chinese  texts  in  conjunction  with 
those  to  be  found  in  English  translations. 

Works  on  Chinese  coins  are  known  to 
have  been  written  as  far  back  as  the  Liang 

dynasty  (A.D.  502-5  57),  but 

no  copies  of  these  works  have  survived. 
They  are  known  only  by  references  found 


in  later  works.  The  earliest  text  which 
has  come  down  without  emendation  is 
Ch'uan  Chih  D 112  by  Hung  Tsun 

'/£  j||  or  Ching'yen  Jr  /$£,  who  was 
given  the  posthumous  title  of  Wen-an 
3C  ?C  0iterary  an(J  tranquil),  which  was 
originally  published  in  A.D.  1149.  This 
title  may  be  translated  as  “History  of 
Currency”  and  of  which  the  library  has 
two  editions,  the  text  of  which  are  identi- 
cal but  which  differ  slightly  in  the  pag- 
ination of  the  parts.  Both  contain  fifteen 
chuan  or  chapters,  the  1874  edition  be- 
ing arranged  in  four  sections,  while  the 
other  is  bound  in  two  volumes.  There  is 
also  a third  copy  which  is  a reprint  of 
the  1874  edition  in  four  sections  on 
inferior  paper  and  without  the  customary 

t’ao  or  cover.

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Biographical  Notes  on  the  Presidents 
of  the  United  States

JOHN  TYLER 

John  Tyler,  first  President  not  elected 
to  that  office,  had  a Virginia  background 
similar  to  that  of  his  running-mate,  Gen- 
eral Harrison,  but  more  prosperous. 
Born  March  29,  1790,  he  completed  his 
college  education  at  the  age  of  seven- 
teen, was  admitted  to  the  bar  two  years 
later,  and  after  he  came  of  age  served 
successively  as  member  of  the  Virginia 
legislature,  Congressman,  Governor, 
and  United  States  Senator.  A staunch 
believer  in  states  rights,  he  was  in  funda- 
mental disagreement  both  with  Adams 
and  Clay  and  with  Jackson  and  Van 
Buren.  He  opposed  vigorous  action  by 
the  federal  government  aiming  either  to 
promote  or  to  curb  business  and  financial 
interests.  Consistently  with  these  prin- 
ciples he  supported  Jackson  in  the  cam- 
paigns of  1828  and  1832,  but  voted  in 
1834  for  the  resolution  censuring  the 
President  for  his  removal  of  deposits 
from  the  Bank.  In  1836  the  Virginia  legis- 
lature, now  dominated  by  the  Jack- 
sonians,  directed  him  to  support  Senator 
Benton's  expunging  resolution.  He  re- 
signed his  seat  rather  than  comply.  In 
the  national  election  of  this  year,  for 
which  Jackson's  "Whig"  opponents  held 
no  nominating  convention,  Tyler  received 
the  electoral  votes  of  four  states  for 


Vice-President.  Clay's  influence  helped 
to  secure  for  him  the  party  nomination 
for  this  office  in  the  victorious  cam- 
paign of  1840.  After  Harrison's  death 
Clay  expected  to  be  President  in  fact 
though  not  in  name.  Tyler,  however, 
although  he  signed  a bill  abolishing 
(temporarily)  Van  Buren's  Independent 
Sub-Treasury,  courageously  defeated  two 
successive  attempts  to  reestablish  a 
Bank  of  the  United  States.  He  thus 
definitely  broke  with  the  leaders  of  both 
parties,  with  results  as  disastrous  to 
them  as  to  himself.  By  submitting  to 
the  Senate  an  annexation  treaty  with 
Texas,  in  April,  1844,  he  created  an  issue 
which  blasted  the  Presidential  ambitions 
of  both,  Van  Buren  losing  the  nomination 
and  Clay  the  election.  A factor  in  the 
final  result  was  that  although  Tyler  pro- 
visionally accepted  an  independent  nom- 
ination for  President,  tendered  him  by  a 
mass  meeting  held  in  the  same  city  and 
on  the  same  day  as  the  Democratic  con- 
vention, three  months  later  he  withdrew 
in  favor  of  Polk. 

Three  days  before  the  end  of  his  term 
Tyler  signed  a joint  resolution  provid- 
ing for  the  annexation  of  Texas.  He  then 
retired  from  public  life  for  sixteen  years. 
In  February,  1861,  he  was  chairman  of 
a convention  of  stafes  which  met  in 
Washington,  in  the  vain  hope  of  averting 
Civil  War.  Although  largely  responsible 
for  this  attempt  at  conciliation,  he  was 
one  of  the  first  to  admit  its  failure.  After 
Virginia  seceded  in  April,  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Confederate  Congress, 
but  died  on  the  I 8th  day  of  the  follow- 
ing January,  1862. 

Since  Tyler  never  ran  for  the  Presi- 
dency, the  only  pieces  in  Satterlee's 
series  which  bear  his  portrait  are  the 
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Indian  Peace  Medals,  no.  105,  and 
Lovett's  medals  showing  his  residence, 
nos.  106,  (107).  His  name  appears  also 
in  the  phrase  GO  IT  TIP/COME  IT 
TYLER  on  nos.  87,  88,  (88-1/2),  89,  90, 
(91),  92  of  the  smaller  Harrison  pieces. 

JAMES  K.  POLK 

James  Knox  Polk,  first  "dark  horse" 
elected  to  the  Presidency,  was  born 
Nov.  2,  1795,  in  North  Carolina,  in  the 
same  general  region  and  from  much  the 
same  stock  as  Andrew  Jackson,  twenty- 
eight  years  his  senior.  When  he  was 
eleven  years  old  his  family  removed  to 
Tennessee.  After  going  through  college 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1820,  and 
was  elected  to  the  legislature  in  1823, 
where  he  secured  the  political  patron- 
age and  personal  friendship  of  "Old 
Hickory"^1)  In  1825  he  went  to  Con- 
gress where  he  rendered  valuable  serv- 
ices to  Jackson  in  the  fight  on  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States.  As  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  he  sub- 
mitted, in  the  spring  of  1833,  a minority 
report  which  provided  a basis  for  Jack- 
son's removal  of  the  deposits  the  follow- 
ing autumn.  In  December  of  this  year 
Polk  succeeded  Verplanck-  as  chairman 
of  this  important  Committee,  and  in 
1835  he  became  Speaker  of  the  House. 
Resigning  from  Congress  he  became 
Governor  in  1839,  he  was  spoken  of  for 
Vice  President  in  connection  with  the 
unsuccessful  Democratic  campaign  of 
the  following  year,  and  in  1844  was  an 
avowed  aspirant  for  the  Vice-Presidential 
nomination.  A month  before  the  con- 
vention assembled,  however,  President 
Tyler  submitted  to  the  Senate  a treaty 
providing  for  the  annexation  of  Texas. 
Van  Buren's  announcement  that  he  op- 
posed annexation  cost  him  the  nomina- 
tion, yet  under  the  two-thirds  rule  his 
supporters  were  sufficiently  numerous  to 
defeat  his  leading  annexationist  oppo- 
nent, Lewis  Cass.  Polk  had  declared  him- 
self in  favor  of  annexation,  was  endorsed 
by  Jackson,  and  had  aroused  relatively 


few  personal  animosities.  On  the  ninth 
ballot  Van  Buren's  floor-manager  broke 
the  deadlock  by  withdrawing  in  favor 
of  Polk,  who  was  thereupon  unanimously 
nominated  in  a "stampede".  With 
George  M.  Dallas3  of  Pennsylvania  as 
his  running-mate,  he  defeated  Clay  by 
a close  vote  in  the  election. 

The  principal  issue  in  the  campaign, 
the  annexation  of  Texas,4  was  settled, 
except  for  concluding  formalities,  be- 
fore Polk's  inauguration.  The  principal 
events  of  his  administration  were  the 
resultant  War  with  Mexico  and  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  United  States  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean.  Always  of  frail  physigue, 
and  in  ill  health  during  his  entire  term, 
he  had  pledged  himself  in  his  letter  of 
acceptance  not  to  be  a candidate  for 
reelection.  He  died  June  15,  1849,  at 
the  age  of  fifty-three,  three  months  after 
relinquishing  office.

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ROMAN  COIN

THE  RETURN  OF  THE  STANDARDS 


"I  compelled  the  Parthians  to  restore 
the  spoils  and  standards  of  three  Roman 
armies,  and  as  suppliants  to  implore  the 
friendship  of  the  Roman  people.  These 
standards  I deposited  in  the  inner 
shrine  which  is  in  the  Temple  of  Mars 
Ultor.”  This  proud  boast  of  Augustus, 
found  in  his  Res  Gestae,  gives  his  own 
version  of  the  settlement,  in  BC  20, 
of  the  quarrel  with  Parthia.  For  years 
Roman  supremacy  in  the  East  had  been 
endangered  by  the  Parthians  who  con' 
stituted  a perpetual  threat  to  the  East' 
ern  borders  of  the  Roman  Empire.  Ef- 
forts of  Rome  to  lift  the  pressure  on 
these  frontiers  and  to  bring  the  Par' 
thians  to  their  knees  by  force  of  arms 
had  resulted  in  disaster  to  the  Roman 
armies.  In  BC  53  Crassus  had  under' 
taken  an  invasion  of  the  land  beyond 
the  Euphrates  and  had  lost  his  life  and 
his  army  in  the  attempt.  Decidius 
Saxa,  the  Roman  governor  of  Syria, 
had  suffered  the  same  fate  in  BC  40 
when  resisting  an  invasion  of  his  prov' 
ince  led  by  the  Parthian  general  Pacorus 
and  inspired  by  the  renegade  Labienus. 
Marc  Antony  had  taken  the  field 
against  Parthia  in  BC  36  with  little 
more  success  than  had  attended  the  ef' 
forts  of  Crassus.  He  did  succeed  in 
extricating  himself  and  his  army  from 
a most  difficult  situation  but  lost  all  of 
his  baggage  train  and  suffered  enormous 
losses  in  men.  Against  this  background 
of  failure,  the  success  of  Augustus  in 
securing  the  submission  of  Parthia 
stood  out  in  brilliant  contrast.  Altho 
he  attained  his  object  thru  diplomacy 


rather  than  by  military  force,  the  event 
captured  the  imagination  of  the  Roman 
wrorld  and  was  hailed  with  enthusiasm. 
Augustus  was  acclaimed  Imperator  for 
the  ninth  time  and  received  all  of  the 
honors  normally  reserved  for  the  vie' 
torious  general.  Few  events  which 
took  place  during  his  reign  received 
such  a prominent  place  on  the  coinage 
or  sueh  rich  and  varied  treatment  as 
the  return  of  the  standards — SIGNIS 
RECEPTIS,  as  the  coins  have  it.  The 
mints  of  the  East,  of  Rome  and  of  Spain 
all  turned  out  issues  complimentary  to 
Augustus’  successful  settlement  of  the 
Parthian  difficulties.  An  eastern  issue 
of  BC  19  records  his  exploit  with  the 
legend  SIGNIS  PARTHICIS  RE' 
CEPTIS,  unaccompanied  by  type  (no. 
1.)  The  actual  surrender  of  the 
standards  is  pictured  on  denarii  struck 
at  Rome  where  a kneeling  Parthian 
delivers  up  a standard  with  his  right 
hand  and  holds  out  his  left  in  an  at' 
titude  of  supplication  (no.  2,  CAESAR 
AVGVSTVS  SIGN  RECE)  All  three 
members  of  the  college  of  moneyers 
for  BC  IS,  L.  Aquillius  Florus,  M. 
Durmius  and  P.  Petronius  Turpilianus 
made  use  of  this  reverse  type.  Mars, 
God  of  War,  holding  a legionary  eagle 
and  a standard  figures  on  denarii  and 
aurei  of  the  Spanish  mints,  (no.  3, 
SIGNIS  RECEPTIS)  The  choice  of 
Mars  as  the  type  on  this  coin  is  par' 
ticularly  appropriate,  for  the  ultimate 
repository  of  the  standards  was  to  be 
the  temple  of  Mars  in  Rome.  From  the 
same  mints  comes  a common  type  bear' 
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mg  a legionary  eagle  and  a standard 
on  either  side  of  a shield— the  elipeus 
virtutis,  bestowed  upon  Augustus  in 
BC  27.  (no.  4,  SPQR  SIGNIS  RE- 
CEPTIS)  In  recognition  of  Augustus’ 
accomplishment,  the  Senate  decreed  a 
triumph  which  Augustus  declined  and 
also  erected  a triumphal  arch  in  his 
honor.  The  triumph  which  was  never 
celebrated  is  undoubtedly  referred  to  by 
the  types  of  nos.  5 and  6.  The  driver- 
less  quadriga  on  no.  5 and  the  un- 
occupied chariot  on  no.  6 are  both 
symbolical  of  a triumph  decreed  but 
not  accepted.  While  the  reverse  legend 
on  the  two  coins  is  merely  the  stock 
phrase  SPQR,  in  both  cases  a 
legionary  eagle  stands  in  the  unoccupied 
car  and  connects  the  coin  with  this 
event.  The  triumphal  arch  which  was 
erected  in  the  Forum  next  to  the 
temple  of  the  deified  Julius  is  depicted 
on  no  7.  (SPR  SIGNIS  RECEPTIS, 
within  the  arch;  IMP  TR  POT  V,  on 
the  arch)  Another  version  of  the  arch, 
differing  in  some  details,  figures  on  no. 
8.  (CIV1B  ET  SIGN  MILIT  A PART 


RECVP)  When  the  standards  reached 
Rome  they  were  placed  in  a small 
temple  of  Mars  Ultor  situated  on  the 
Capitol,  (no.  9,  MAR  VLT;  no.  10, 
MARTIS  VLTORIS;  no.  11,  MART 
YLTO)  Legionary  eagles  are  again  dis- 
played on  each  of  the  coins,  appearing 
between  the  columns  of  the  temples 
on  nos.  9 and  11,  while  on  no.  10  the 
eagle  is  held  by  Mars  who  stands 
within  the  temple.  The  standards  re- 
mained in  this  temporary  resting  place 
pending  the  construction  ot  a much 
larger  temple  of  Mars  Ultor  built  in  the 
Forum  and  dedicated  in  BC  2.  The 
memory  of  the  event  was  kept  alive  by 
games  which  were  celebrated  annually 
for  several  centuries  after.

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CH’ENGTU  TREASURE 

By  CHINA  KEEFER 


One  of  the  most  remote  provinces  of 
China  is  the  Province  of  Seechuan,  Four 
River  Province,  occupying  about  200,000 
square  miles  with  a 70  million  popula- 
tion  of  Chinese,  Tibetans,  aboriginal 
tribes,  Hindoos  and  Indian  Aryan  types. 
The  Province  is  very  rich  in  minerals 
and  the  second  richest  ot  the  Chinese 
Provinces  in  its  flora  and  fauna.  The 
Capital  of  the  Province  is  the  City  of 
Ch’engtu,  and  in  this  city  the  Chinese 
government  started  a search  for  the 
greatest  hidden  treasure  in  the  world.  It 
is  authoritatively  stated  that  about  75 
million  ounces  of  silver  were  secreted 
near  Ch’engtu  a few  hundred  years  ago. 

This  enormous  silver  deposit  has  a 
highly  dramatic  story.  Centuries  ago 
even  the  smallest  child  in  China  heard  of 
the  arch  robber  Chang  Lee  Chung,  who 
in  the  last  decade  of  the  last  Ming  Em- 
perors  rule,  about  1644,  three  hundred 
years  ago  robbed  and  depopulated  the 
Western  Provinces  of  China.  Even  to- 
day Chinese  children  become  afraid  and 
quickly  obedient  if  his  name  is  men- 
tioned. Chang  Lee  Chung  was  born  in 
the  neighbor  province  of  Shensi,  became 
a robber  band  leader  and  invaded  with 
a large  band  in  1622  Seechuan  Province, 
which  he  ruled  for  twelve  years.  In  this 
time  he  utterly  destroyed  its  riches  and 
halved  its  population  of  about  20  million 
people  then.  In  1644  he  was  captured 
by  government  troops  and  publicly  de- 
capitated. 

This  robber  was  a forerunner  of  the 
totalitarian  and  communistic  system  of 
regimes.  He  prohibited  the  possession 
of  silver,  gold  or  precious  stones  under 
unqualified  death  sentence.  II  an  at- 
tacked city  resisted  more  than  three  days, 
the  entire  male  population  without  ex- 
ception was  slain.  If  a city  capitulated 
at  once,  only  half  of  all  males  were 
killed.  Enormous  riches  had  accumulated 
the  last  few  hundred  years  in  the  capital 


city  of  Ch’engtu  and  when  the  rebel 
with  his  army  appeared  before  the  walls 
the  population  became  panicky.  The  City 
magistrate  surrendered  at  once  and  the 
cowed  inhabitants  as  ordered  throw  their 
silver  and  treasure  on  the  main  street. 
Several  historians  present  agree  that 
more  than  75  million  ounces  silver  were 
collected  and  Chang  Lee  Chung  resolved 
to  destroy  silver  (read  capitalism)  for- 
ever. Two  hundred  laborers  were  or- 
dered to  construct  outside  the  city  walls 
a large  vault,  which  was  filled  with  all 
the  treasure  and  then  the  workers  were 
all  buried  alive;  head  first  and  feet  stick- 
ing out;  to  prevent  that  the  secret  of  the 
location  should  leak  out. 

Today  China  needs  silver  more  than 
ever  for  the  conduct  of  the  war.  The 
Chinese  scientist  Yang,  the  best  living 
authority  of  the  Ming  Dynasty,  1268  to 
1644,  himself  a Shanghai  refugee,  com- 
pared all  documents  and  historical  data 
and  is  certain  that  the  treasure  exists  2 
Li’s  east  of  Ch’engtu  near  the  village  of 
Wang  Kiang  Lu.  On  account  of  Yangs 
research  data  a corporation  has  been 
founded  and  received  already  a conces- 
sion from  the  Chinese  National  Govern- 
ment, agreeing  to  cut  in  the  government 
with  80%  of  the  treasure,  if  found,  and 
20%  for  their  labor  and  profit.  Excava- 
tions already  have  been  started  and  so 
far  ten  yards  below  the  surface  large 
amounts  of  human  bones  have  been  found 
and  some  stone  tablets  with  the  robbers 
name  Chang  Lee  Chung.  Further  work 
was  temporarily  stopped  as  it  was  im- 
possible to  penetrate  a cement  layer 
stronger  even  than  solid  rock,  composed 
of  glue  and  Tungoil  and  hardened  by 
the  centuries. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  dynamite  it  and 
it  seems  that  the  treasure  will  be  soon 
found  intact,  as  no  previous  attempts  to 
break  the  cement  layer  were  detected 
and  probably  soon  we  will  hear  more 
about  this  Ch'engtu  treasure.

Rumanian  Jubilee  Gold  Coins

The  recent  world  events  have  created 
a very  active  interest  in  the  coinages  of 
various  countries  of  modern  Europe.  We 
have  on  exhibit  at  the  Chase  National 
Bank  Collection  of  Moneys  of  the  World 
three  gold  Rumanian  Jubilee  Coins,  the 
first  of  their  kind  to  reach  America. 
These  coins  were  issued  in  limited  quanto 
ties  and  are  probably  the  only  regular 
gold  coins  issued  by  any  nation  during 
1939. 

They  were  first  authorized  by  King 
Carol  II  for  Rumania,  and  at  the  time 
of  issuance  were  to  commemorate  the 
100th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  King 
Carol  I,  April  20,  1839.  The  three  de- 


nominations are  the  20  Lei,  100  Lei  and 
the  12  Ducat  piece  (125  Lei)  known  as 
“galbeni”  or  “galbenur"  mare.  Each  of 
these  three  denominations  was  struck 
with  two  different  reverses,  as  shown  on 
the  plate  above.  Two  of  the  coins  bear 
the  profile  portrait  of  Carol  II,  and  the 
“galhcnf’  shows  him  on  horseback.  All 
are  dated  1939. 

An  interesting  notation  we  may  make 
is  that  Bessarabia,  once  part  of  Rumania, 
now  of  Soviet  Russia,  is  represented  on 
the  coins  by  its  own  quarter  section  of 
the  national  coat  of  arms  which  appears 
on  the  reverse.

French  American  Jetons 

Here  we  have  a series  while  repre- 
sented  in  most  cabinets  and  greatly  ap- 
preciated, is  for  the  most  part,  but  little 
understood.  These  Jetons  were  struck 
by  the  Mint  in  France,  usually  that  ot 
Paris  to  commemorate  the  colonisation 
of  Canada  and  of  the  Mississippi  Valley 
of  the  United  States. 

Of  the  original  Jetons,  one  specimen 
of  each  was  struck  in  gold  lor  the 
King’s  Cabinet.  Specimens  in  silver, 
bronze  and  copper  were  for  distribution 
and  sale.  These  original  issues  are  on 
thin  planchets  and  the  milling  is  light  or 
entirely  lacking.  In  early  restrikes  the 
planchets  are  heavier  the  impressions 
are  bolder  and  frequently  the  edges  are 
milled  or  reeded.  A trace  ol  letters 
making  up  the  words  “Argent”  or 
“Bronze”  are  frequently  to  be  found  on 
the  edges. 

On  late  restrikes  the  planchets  are 
larger.  The  dies  are  heavy  and  retouched; 
the  beaded  circles  or  milling  are  bold 
and  the  edge  is  plainly  marked  with  the 
name  of  the  metal. 


The  French  Mint  preserves  dies  of 
medals,  tokens  and  Jetons.  From  these 
dies  in  the  original  combination  and 
from  the  crossing  of  dies  these  restrikes 
have  been  made  from  time  to  time. 


These,  while  not  of  equal  value  or  in- 
terest to  the  original  are  recognized  as 
being  part  of  the  series. 

Prof.  Charles  E.  Anthon  made  a care- 
ful study  of  this  series,  the  results  of 
which  were  made  known  in  a splendid 
article  which  was  published  in  the 
AMERICAN  JOURNAL  OF  NUMIS- 
MATICS in  January  1879.  This  was 
followed  by  a splendid  article  on  the  his- 
torical aspect  of  these  tokens  as  written 
by  the  Hon.  George  M.  Parsons.  This 
was  also  published  in  the  AMERICAN 
JOURNAL  OF  NUMISMATICS. 

Zay,  Betts  and  Breton  have  described 
many  of  these  pieces  in  their  authorita- 
tive works. 

The  outstanding  work  on  the  subject 
up  to  the  present  however,  is  that  of 
Fr  ossa  rd  , as  published  in  1898. 

The  late  Dr.  Courteau  had  completed 
an  exhaustive  manuscript  on  this  inter- 
esting series  just  before  he  died.  It  was 
unfortunate  that  apparently  this  manu- 
script has  become  lost  and  may  now 
never  be  published.  Professor  Prince  of 
Truro,  N.S.  is  making  an  intensive  study 
of  this  series.  Representative  varieties 
are  shown  in  “RAYMOND'S  COINS 
AND  TOKENS  OF  CANADA”  under 
Nos.  7 to  16  inclusive. 


These  pieces  are  all  scarce  and  many 

of  them  are  very  rare.  This  is  a series 
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which  is  hound  to  increase  in  interest 
and  in  value  as  it  is  further  studied  and 
better  understood. 

Paper  Money  of  the  Farmer’s  Joint 
Stock  Bank  of  Toronto 

Recently  I had  the  pleasure  of  looking 
over  a small  horde  of  53  notes  of  this 
Bank  in  denominations  of  $1,  $2,  $3,  and 
$5,  and  2 5 -shillings  with  the  date  of 
February  1,  1849.  These  have  recently 
come  into  the  possession  of  Sheldon  S. 
Carroll  of  Norwich,  Ontario,  a keen 
Canadian  numismatist.  While  these 


notes  have  never  been  rare,  this  is  the 
only  large  group  ot  these  notes  which  I 
have  heard  of  as  being  in  existence. 

Many  of  them  are  in  uncirculated 
condition.  The  difficulties  encountered 
by  our  early  Canadian  Banks  from 
counterfeiting  and  keeping  control  is 
clearly  indicated  by  the  control  marks 
overprinted  on  many  of  the  notes  issued 
toward  the  end  by  that  Institution  and 
which  was  a practice  followed  by  many 
other  banks  of  the  period. 

There  is  quite  an  increase  in  interest 
in  the  collecting  of  Canadian  paper 
money.
